vp, and-my father then out of danger laid hands vpon Cnemon 
me,and commanded meto be bound, Demeneta in the 99u#de. 
meane while many waies moning,and ſetting him on, nemenera 
DidI not tell you this before(cried ſhe)thar it was beſt /tirreth vp 
to look to the princocks,which would nodoubr ifrime _ 

_ ſerued,attemptſomewhat?Looked in herface,and per. hom, 
ceiued her minde wellenough. And he anſwered, You 

rold me indeed, but I belegpedyounor. And thus was 

I in bonds, and he would ndrt giue me leaueto tell him 

how the matter was handled.As foone as it was day,he 
brought me bound, as I vvas, before the people, and 
ſtrevving aſhes on his head, faid,l brought notvp my \,inip vis 
ſonne (ye men of Athens) to ſee him come to this end; ration a- 
bur truſting he would be a ſtaffeto ſtay mine agevpon, gan Gs 
as ſogne as he was borne, broughthim vp gentleman- Compen, 
like,and ſerhim to ſchoole,and when Thad wellplaced 

him among our kinsfolkes, and vvritten him in the 

number of other young men,hisequals,and according 

tothe lavves of this Citie, -made him one of our Citi 

zens: laftly, I led not a very quict life for his ſake, he 

hathnot only forgotte al theſe things,but alſo diuerſly 

iniured me, and beaten this vvoman, vvho according 

to our lavve is my ſecond vvife. Atlength he came-to 
me 
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me by night with aſword in his hand, and wasno fur- 
cher from being a parricide, but that Fortune hindred 
him,and by a ſodaine feare, his ſword fell our of his 
hand:I flee to you,& rel[you thereof.

mon better Way became madde almoNi, and with more hot defire

not onely my ſelfe , if the matter came tolight by

; ſhrewd turne, but eſpecially forrowtfull for your miſ- 
happe, who,for louing your wife ſo cntirely, ſhould 
have ſuch recompenceg, daring not my ſelfe to tell 
you of ir, came one night, becauſe no man ſhould 
know: thereof, and told my young Maſter , that 
there was one, who vſed to play the harlot with my 
miſtrefle : hee thinking that then there had beene 
one with her in bed ( for hee was vexed before by her, 
as you know well inough) taking his ſword in his hand 
very angric , and not eſteeming thatI ſaid: then there 
was none, butthinking that I had repented me of be- 
wraying the ſame, ranne like a madde man to your 
beddes fide: what followed, you know:now is the time 
that you may cleare your ſelfe of your ſonne, though 
he bee in baniſhment, and' may take reuenge on vs 
both, who haue done ygu wrong.

kinde of beaſts, did ſ\wimme with blood, and that the biedreame. 
Church porch,the Churchyard,and enery place there. 
abour, were filled with the noiſe and tumulrt of men: 

and that when he came into the priuicſt place of the 
Church, the goddefſe met him, and gaue Carzclia into 

his hands, and faid, 7hiamzis, I commirthis maid vato 

thy fidelity, yet hauing, thou ſhalr not haue her, bur 
ſhaltbe vniuſt, and killa ſtranger, butſhee ſhall not 

be killed. After he ſaw Þ; he was troubled in his 
minde, caſting this way anUthat way,how that which 

was foreſhewed vnto him,might be taken. Ar lengrh, 

being weary. of beating his braines thereabours, he 
drewe the meaning thereof ro his owne will, and con- 

frued it thus: Thou hauing, ſhalt not haue her, that jy; ve. 
is awife, nota maid, any longer. By that thou ſhalt pretation 
kill; he coniecured , to bee meant, Thou ſhalt #7 
breake Himen,whereof, for all that,Cariclia ſhould not 

die : and thus did he interpret his dreame, following 
therein his owne luſt and deſire. As ſooneasthe day 
appeared, he commanded the chiefe of thoſe, wif were > - 
vader his juri{diftion, to come vnto him,and charged + 

them to bring forth their prey , which by a grauer -+ 
name he tearmed their both calling for Cyemon,

This was no naturall worke, as many are, both in, Tie pre- 
and vnder the earth: bur deuiſed by thewitof theeues per'y + 
that followed nature, and digged: out by their hands 
very artificially, to. keepe their ſpoiles; and it was 

made after this fort: It hada very narrow mouth, 


and .was ſhut with, priuic doores, fo that  euen.the 


threſhold was in'ficad of a, gate when neede re- 
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quired, and would open and ſhut very eaſily: the inner 
part was countermin'd with many ouerthwart waies, 
the which ſometime would run along by themſelues 
a great way, ſometime they would bee intangled like 
the roots of trees: butin the end, they all ledde to 


one plaine place, which receiued a little light out of 


the marſhes art a little loft in the top. When Cxemer 
was well experienced in that place, and had put Cari- 
clia into the ſame, and comforted her many waies, but 
eſpecially in that he promiſed her, that he,with 7 hea- 
genes, at nightwould come vnto her, and that he 
would not ſuffer him to ſtrike one ſtroke in the batrell, 
but priuily conuayed her out of the ſame, he left her, 
who ſpake not one word, but was ftricke with'that miſ- 
chiefe, as if it had bene with death, in that ſhe was de- 
priued of 7 heagenes,whom ſhe loued as her owne ſoule, 
and went forth: and in ſhutting ofthe outmoſt dore, 
he wept a little, not onUly for that of force hee was 
conſtrained fo to doe, but for her ſake alſo, in aſmuch 
as almoſthe had buried her quick, and committed the 
ioyfulleſt name in the world, Carichia, ronight and 
darkenes. This done, he. ranne backe to Thyamis , 
whom he found very defirous to fight, and with him 
Theagenes, well armed, and-making thoſe that were 
withhim,almoſt mad with his earneſt oration; foras 
he ſtood in the midſt of them, he ſaid thus, My mates, 
I ſeenotto what cnde it ſhould tend, - ro vie many 
words, in exhorting you, whoneede no incouragemet 
at all, but euer hauc accounted warre the pleaſanteſt 


life: eſpecially,for thatthe ſodaine approaching of our 


enemics will not permit vs to vie many words: for ſce- 
ing our cencmies doe now violently-affaulevs, if we

were voide of counſel, and at their wits end, | 

Sith therefore we know, wefight notfor our wiues, 
and children, which onely in ſome fort were inoughto 
make them plucke vp their hearts, (alchough indeede 
they are not of great value, and we ſhall haue all that 
which the conquerours doe gaine, if we get the vito- 
rie) but for our owne liues, and ſaf 


thoſe who are ouercommed muſt die; let vs cuen with 
ourhearts and hands haſte to meertour cruel enemies. 
When he had ſaid thus,he looked about for his ſhield- 
bearer,and called him by name,Themutes: but when he 
could not ſee him any where, grieuouſly threatning 
him, he ranas faſt as he coulg to the landing place:For 
by this time the barrel was begun,and a man might ſee 
choſe that dwelled a farre, cuen in outer coaſts of the 
Fen, come into their enemies hands, for they who 
came vpon them, burned vp the boates and cottages of 
ſuch as cither were ſlaine, orclſc fled out of the batrell, 
whoſe eyes alſo were dazled witithe great and into- 
lerable brightneſſe of the fire, that burned vp the 
reedes,whereof there was great plenty, and their cares 
filled with the great noiſe and tumult : ſo that now a 
man might both ſee and heare the: whole manner of 
the skirmiſh,-thoſe who' dwelled there, maintaining 
che barraile with all their power and firength, and. 
their enemies being more in number,and taking them 
ataſudden, killed ſome of them on the'earth, other

At length calling on the 
gods, asthough ſhe had beguiled him, and thinking 
it not meetethat any other ſhould enioy Caric/;a,com- 
manding his men to keepe their places, and maintaine 
thebarttell as long as they might: himſelfe fighting in 
cuery part of the Lland, agd divers times making pri- 
uy irruptions out of euery quarter vpon his enemies, 
thinking italſo to bee good, if that he could preuaile 
againſt them, himſelte, as _— he went to ſecke for 
Themutes.and doe certaine ſacrifices to his priuy gods, 
ſuffering no man to goe with him, in haſte went to 
the Caue. Surely a barbarous nature cannot eaſily bee 
withdrawne, or turned from that. he hath once determi- 
ated. And if the barbarous people be once in deſpaire 0

anet, almoſt inraged with louc; :iclouſicand anger, - 
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afterhe came in haſte to the caue,going into the ſame, 
crying witha lowd voice, and ſpeaking many things 
in the Egyptian tongue, as ſoone as he heard one 
ſpeake Greeke to him #boutgthe emie of the caue, 
and was conducted to her by her voice, hee layd his 
left hand vpon her head , and with his ſword 
thruſt her tnorow the body, alittle bencath the paps, 
and after this ſorrowtfull ſort, that woman giuing vp 
her laſt, and gaſtly grone, was flaine. But hee, alter 
he came out, and had ſhut the doore, and caſt alittle 
grauell thereon, with teares ſaid,Theſe eſpouſals haſt 
thou at my haud: and comming tohis boates, foind 
a great many ready to runne their way, as ſoone as 
they layd eyes on their enemies, and Thermntes alſo 
comming to do facrifice,chiding him ſharply,for that 
he had offred the moſt acceptable offring already, wer 
with him into a boate, andqghad another to row them; 
(for the boats th& they vſe in thePoole,will carry no 
more,bcing but rudelyhewed outof the rough Tree.) 
Theazenes allo and Cemor tooke another boate: fo did 
all the reſt. After they had gonea little from the Iland, 
andrather rowing about the bankes, then venturing 
into the deepe, and ſtaying their Ores, and ſet their 
boates afront\, as though they would haue recciued 
their enemies face to face: After this prouifion, going 
forwarda little, but not minding to abide the m6- 
uing of the waters , asſooneas they ſaw their ene- 
mies, fled, and would not abide the firſt claniont 
and noiſe of the battell, 7heagenes alſo, and Cne- 
won, but not for feare, by little and little with- 
drew themſelues,onely 7hyamis accounting it a ſhame 
to flee,and notin mind to liucaſter Cariclia,thruſt him- 
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of a theefe, 


ſelfe into the thickeſt preſſe of his enemies : and as 
ſoone asthey were come to blowes, one cryed out, 
This is 741amis,let every man doc his beſt to take him 
aliue. And eras. ghey=compaſied him about, 
and held him incloſed, as in aryng, in the middeſt of 
them. 

He fought againſt them ſtoutly , and to ſee how 
he wounded ſome, and killed other ſome,it was a wor- 
thy ſight. Forof fo greata number, there was none, 
that either drew his {word againſt him, or elſe caſt any 
darte , buc euery man laboured to take him aliue. He 
fought againſt them a great while, but at length he 
loſt his ſpeare,by reaſon that many fell on him at once: 
he loſt alſo his harnefle.bearer,who had donehim very 
good ſeruice,for he being deadly wounded (as mighr 
be geſled)deſpairing of his ſafety, leapr into the poole, 
and with much adoe did fyvimme to land, in as much 
asno man remembred to purſue hiſh. And now had 
they taken Thyamis, and,with him,thought, that they 
had gotten the whole victory, and although they had 
loſt ſo many of their companions, yet in aſmuch as 
they had him in their hands ( by whom they were 
flaine) they hada greater ioy thereby, then ſorrow for 
alltheir dead friends, and kinsfolkes. Such is the na- 
ture of theeues,they eſteeme more of money,then their 
owneliues, and make much of the name of friendſhip 
and. affinitic , ſo farre as lucre and gaine ſhall cx- 
rend. VVhich might eaſily be gathered by theſe: for 
they were thoſe, who at the mouth. of Ny/us,called He. 
racteer, fledde for feare of Thyamis and his compani. 
ons, and vvere no lefle grieued for theloſle of other 
rgens goods, then if they. had beene their owne; and 

| there- 


therefore tooke vp agwell all ſuch as were their houſ- 
hold friends, asalſ@thoſe that dwelled neereabout 
them, promiſing:them equall part of their booty, 
andthat they would be conduQors, ad captaines to 
guide them thereunto. = ©» » 

Now why they tooke T hyamis priſoner, this was the 


cauſe: Hehada brother called Petoſeris at Memphes, pete . 
who contrary to the manner and ordinance of the cajexa- 


countrey ( in as much as he was a yonger brother) *. 
had by craft beguiled him of the prieſthood : And 
hearing now that his brother was become a caprtaine 
of certaine robbers, and fearing , leſt thar if he gate 
uu occaſion,he would returne,and manifeſtly dere& 

is ſubtill dealing; and beſide this, conſidering the 
voyce of many people, that ſuppoſed he had {laine 
bim, becauſe hecould no where be ſcene, he promiſed 
a greatſumme of money, and other goods, to thoſe 
would take and bring him aliue. Wherewith 
the theeues being allured, no,not in themiddeſt of 


their warre, forgetting their gaine, after one knewe Thyamis 

him, with the death of many of them, tooke him a. og 
. 0 . [/] 

live, and carried him to land, and placed the one FA 


balfe of them, asa guard about him, caſting into his takena- + 


teeth diuerſly,the courtefie that they vſed rowardhim, *** 
( although indeede he miſliked worſe their bands, . 
then death it ſelfe ) and the reſt went to ſearch the 
Iland, in hope to finde other treaſures that they 
ſought for. But after theyhad gone ouer the ſame, 
and had left nothing either vntouched, or vnſearch- 
ed, that was there, and had found nothing of that 
they hoped for, except a fewe things of little value, 
fought was left about the mouth of the caue, while

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they conueyed the reſtintothe ground, ſetting fire on 
the tabernacles. When it drew toward night,and that 
'they mighetarry no longer in the Iland, for feare : 
leſt they ſhould Bl into the hands of thoſe 4

my ſweete heart. Surely,my ioy,I will liue no longer, 
firh thou art dead, not according to the common 
courſe of nature, which is a very gricuous thing : and 
haſt,contrary to thine opinion,8 nor in his proteQion, 
who was thy whole deſire, yeelded vp thy life. With 
fire ( alas wretch that I am) art thou confumed?and in 
ſead of lights at thy marriage,hath God ordaind ſuch 
lights for thee? The braugſt beauty in the world is loſt, 
fo tharno token of ſuch ſingular fairneſſe remaineth in 
the dead body. Oh maruailous cruelty, and vnſpeakea- 
ble wrath of the gods !

y themſclues playing the watermen : for he, who rowed 
_ cthem,with the noile of thefarſt conflict,as it had beene 
h #: with a leuer,was ſtricken ouer-boord into the lake: th cy 
* werethereforecarried away hither and thither,as well 
s for that they were both ignorant in rowing, & not pla- 
S cing the Ores cqually, as alſo for that they had a con- 
4 trary winde : But for all that, the readineſſe of their wills 
got the witlory ofSheir ignorance in that Art. When 
therefore with much adoe, they were ariued in the IL 
land, they ran tothe Tabernacle as faſt as they could, 
which alſo they found burned, and could not know it, 
but onely by the manner of the place, for there could 
nothing be ſcene, bur the great ſtone, which was the

all our treaſures? onely the comfort we had, which is 
now- taken from-vs, Carichia is dead, and by enemies 
hand({ my onely oy) is{laine:while ſhee no doubt de- 
fended her chaftity, andreſerued herſelfe vato me,ſhe 
vnhappy creature is:dead, andineyther had ſhee by her 
beauty any pleaſure, neither any. commodity. But oh 
my fweete heart,ſpeake to me laſtly, as thou wert wont 
todoe, and if therebe any life: in thee, command me 
to doe ſomewhat. Alas, thou doeſt hold thy peace, that 
godly mouthof thine, ourof the-whichproceeded ſo

But let vs now eate ſome meate. For both of vs, as 
well you to hear, as I to tell, ſhall have need of longer 
time. When they had eaten Nuts, Figs, Palmes new 
gathered, and ſuch other fruiteas the old man was ac- 
cuſtomed to feede on, (for his conſcience made no dif.

This done, they ſmiled a little, bur fo,thar .it could

baxioursof bluſhed : within a while after, when this affeQion,as 
a  thinke, had griped their hearts, they became pale. Ar 
a word, fixe hundred countenances appeared in their 
faces in ſhort time,and the changing of all kinde of co- 
lour, and the rowling of their eyes,plainly betokened 
the troubles intheir minde.

And this is like to be true: For ſeeing of 
all our other pores, and ſenſes, fight is capable of moſt 
mutations, and the hoteſt, it muſt needs receiue ſuch 
infe&ions as are about ir, and vvith ahor ſpirit enter- 
taine the changes of loue.

avvay,as ſooneas any that hath this diſcaſe,hath ſpied 
her, and turneth her taile ro vvard him,8&: ſhutteth her 
eyes: Not as ſome fay, becauſe ſhe vvould not helpe 
him, bur that in looking vpon him,ſhe dravveth that 
euill diſcaſe vnto her by nature, and therefore ſhe de- 
clineth ſuch ſight asa preſent perill. 
And perhaps you haue heard, how the Serpent 
Baſiliſcus ; with his onely breath and looke,dooth dry 
and corrupt all that it paſſeth by:and it is no maruel 

it ſome do bewitch ſuch as they hold moſt deare, and 
wiſh beſt vntoz for ſecing = be enuious by nature, 
they doe not what they would, but what by nature they 
areappointed.Aﬀter he had ftaied a little at this,he ſaid, 
Youhaue diſcuſſed this doubt right wiſely,& with ve- 
ry probable ar ts: I would to God thar ſhee 
might once feele what affeQion and loue meaneth: 


thenwould I notthinke that ſhe were ſick-but in mot

Why 
doe 1 trouble you now, with telling how the maides 
daunced,and what inſtruments were there, & how the 
young youths daunced the daunce called Pyrricha in 
armour,and others alſo, with which Theagenes,to make 


vs merry, had mingled fine and delicate meates, orde.. 


ring his bankert,as if it had beene but a drinking? Bur 
that which is needefull for you to heare, and pleaſanc 
for mee to tell, was thus, Theagenes ſer am 
countenance on the matter , and ſtrained himfe] 


wonderfully, 
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.fixctched himſelfe for ioy, as thoſe who. haue found <A 


wonderfully, that he mightentertaine his gheſts AR 
teouſly, and make them good cheere. Bur Lpercciued 
whereto his minde was bent, by the rowling of his Calafcis 
eyes, and ſuddaine ſighing withour cauſe. Sometimes i . 
he was fad, and in muſe, ſtrayghtway, as though he nas, 
knew his owne fault, and wouldcorre& himſelfe, hee /-e. 
would be merry: to be ſhort he changed his counte- 
nance a thouſand wayes. For the mindeas well of a lo- hn —_ 
uer, as ofa drunken man,is flexible.and can tarry in no /owers | 
certaine ſtate,as though they both ſwimmed in a moiſt "##*. 
affection. And for that cauſe a louer will ſoone bee 
drunke,and adrunkard ſoone in loue. Afterward b 
his ſorrowfull gaping, and carefull countenance, all 
thoſe who were there,ſaw that he wasnot well. So Ca- 
ricles alſo perceiuing that, ſaide to mee ſoftly, Whar 
meancth this variety? Some enuious eye hath looked 
n him alſo.Me thinks that Caric/ia,andhe haue one 
iſcaſe : they haue one & rhe ſame indeed,by 7/s,faid 
I,and not without cauſe, in as much as in this royalty 
next to her, hewas the faireſt perſon. Thus talked we. 
Bur after the cups ſhould goe about, Theagexes dranke 
to euery man, although againſt his vvill, for courteſies 
ſake.

lowes,l thanke you for my good cheere : Bur I am vt- 
terly ignorant of your demeanor : wherefore it is time. 
that ye tell me what ye are,and whence ye come. For it 
is an vnſeemly & very rude thing, thax thoſe who haue 
done ſacrifice, and banquered together, and made ho- 
ly meate the beginning of their triendſhip,ſhould de- 
part,without either knowing others affaires. Then 
they told me, that they were Merchants of Tyros of 
Phenicia, and that they failed to Carthage in Africa, 
with a ſhip fraught with merchandize.of India, Ae- 
thiopia, and Phenicia : atthis time we make a banquet 
to Hercules of Tyros, fora victory which wee haue gor- 
ten,in as much as this young man,poynting to him 
that fate: before me, got the beſt game at wreſtling : 
whereby he hath-proued, that a 7 y7/an may ger ; 
victory in the middeſtof Greekes, Forhe, after we had 
failed paſt Aalea, and by force of the tempeſt, were 
conſtrained to. land at.the Iland of the people of Ce- 
haleni, (ware vato vs by this our Countrey god, that 
in his ſkkepe it was told him, he ſhould obtaine the vi- 
ory in theſe ſports of Apollo.

The Captain of this 
amorous warre was Theazenes , who taught his youths 
after their braue pompe to play the Souldiers, They 
ſuddenly made thoſe afraid , which perceiued a little 
with their greatclamor andclaſhing of their armour, 
ſo that with great light they brake into her houſe, lif. 
ting the doore aſide eaſily,tor-that it was prouided be- 
fore,it ſhould not þe very hard barred, and rooke her 
away well prepared,for that ſhe knew hereof before,8& 
with good will ſuffercd this afſaulr,and carried a great 
deale of ſtuffe, ſuch as the maid commanded them, a- 
way alſo. After they came out of the houſe, they ſoun.

therwiſe neuer. After I heard: what ſhee had laid, I 
wondered,and was determined it ſhould be ſo, and 
made alittle fire vpon an Alrar and burned Incenſe. 
T heagenes (ware, ſaying that he had wrong ; for that 
the faith vvhich he had determined in his mindeto 
keepe, vvas taken avvay by reaſon ofan oath, and that 
he could not praiſe that vvill, vvhich vvas forced by a 
greater povver:yetfor all thathe tooke his oath, by 4- 
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pollo of Delphi, and Diana,by Yenns her (elfe,and all the 
gods of Loue, that he would doall things in ſuch ſort, 
as Cariclia would haue him. This and many other 
things they concluded berwixt themſelues,calling the 
gods witneſſes thereto.l comming as faſt as I could to 
Caricles, found all his houſe on a hurliburly, and ſorry 
becauſe the Miniſters were now come to him,and had 
told him of the taking away of the maid , and the citi- 
zens came by heapes,and ſtood round about him, 
while he ſorrowed: ata word, what for ignorance of 
that was done, and want of counſel! for that was to 
come, they were at their wits ends. There beganne [ 
with my bigge voyce to thunder , and ſay, Yee vnhap. 
py people, how long will ye fit ſtil, dumb like ſtocks,as 
though your courage were alfo taken away with ill for- 
rune?Why do you not in armour purſue your enemies? 
Will you not take, and puniſh them, who haue done 
you this wrong ? Iris in vaine pernaps (ſaid Carzcles) 
ro ſtriue any longer with this preſent fortune. Por TI 
vnderſtand perfectly , that I am thus puniſhed for the 
anger of the gods, which was foreſhewed me, fince 
I went in an vnlucky time, into the priuy Chap- 
pell, and ſaw there that which was not lawfull to bee 
ſcene, that therefore I ſhould loſe that I ſer moſt 
ſtore by. But there is no impediment ( as the pro- 
uerbe is) that ſhould ler vs to fight with the gods, 
if wee knew whom topurſue, or him, who hath done 
vs this miſchiefe, That is ( faide I )-Theagenes the 
 Theſſakian, and the young men, which were with him, 
whom you praiſed ſo much , and made my friend.

But allthis was tolcrable afterT had 
found {ariclia : Cariclia was my life, my hope, and 
ſtay of my ſtocke : Cr7c/7a onely was my comfort, and 
as I may terme her, mine incrceſe; which alſo this mi- 
ſery (whatſocuer ic be that now caime vpon mee)harh 
taken from mee. Neither hath it dene this ſimply, or 
by chance, but as it accaſtomably triumpheth ouer me 
with moſt cruelty,it hath raken her cuen almoſt from 
: her husband, in as much as the day of wedding was 
og already ſpred -abroade among you z!l. As hee ſpake 
touching thus, and fel quite from the matter into forrowing, He- 
the purſxit geſ;as the Capraine bade him be contentand get him a- 
. += al way, and ſaid, You men that bee here,Caricles ſhall 
away Ca- haue time inough to lament hereafter. But let vs not 
riclia. bedrowned with his ſorrow, nor carried away vnadui- 
ſedly with his teares, as with a great ſtreame of water, 
lerting paſſe al due occaſion,which as it is in al things, 
ſo in warre it is of moſt force. For now if we purſue, as 
ſoone as we ſhall diminiſh this company, there is 
ſome hope that wee ſhall ouertake our enemies, which 
now trauell without care, for that they know wee bee 
vnprouided-Bur if weſtil lamenting, or rather bewai- 
ling like women, ſhall giue them longer time, that 
they eſcape,with our tarrying,we ſhal deſerve nothing 
but to bee {corned , and thatotthe young men them- 
ſelues:which,I ſay,ought ro be hanged as ſoone as they 
be taken, 8& ſome of them ignominiouſly dealt withal, 
{o that their puniſhmeEralſo redound to their families, 
This may eafily be done, if we ſhall moue the Theſſalj- 
ans to diſpleaſure againſt thoſe thatbefled, and their

legation,and due funerals of the Noble man,which we 
had decreed ſhould be done at the coft of the common 
Treaſurie, After all this was praiſed ofthe people,and 
by their decree eſtabliſhed: Let this alſo, ſaid the Cap.- 
taine,if it pleaſe you,bcratified by your voices, that the 
woman,who had the charge of the Sacrifices,be ſhew- 
ed no more to them that runne in armour. For as I 
can conieQure,thereof hath growne the beginning of 
this impiety in 7 heagenes, who allo thought(as may be 
deemed)of this rape, euer fince he firſt ſaw her:for it is 
good hereafter to take away the occaſion of ſuch like 


attempt. After this was granted by the voyces and 


hands of all that were preſent, Hegeſias. gaue them a 
roken to goe forth, and gaue a ſigne of warre with a 
rrumpet,fo that the Theater was diflolued into warre, 
and euery man ran haſtily out of the Councell tobat- 
tell,not onely the ſtrange men.and ſuchas were able to 
weare armour, but boyes alfo, and ſtriplings withour 
order, durſt be partakers of that voyage, by their rea- 
dinefle greatly augmenting thenumber of luſty men 
of that time, Many women alſo behaued themſclues 
more ſtourly then rheir nature permitted, euery one 


taking vp for a weapon'that which camenext to hand, 
and followed in vaine:who,for that they miſſed of their 
purpoſe, percciued well the infirmity of their kinde. - 


You might then haue ſeene old men ſtrive with age, 
and in a manner the minde drawing their bodies, and 
for great and ardent deſire to fight, obieted weake- 
neſle, as aſhamerto ir. So great griefe rooke the City 
for the rape of Cariclia, and prepared themſclues fud- 
denly to the purſuing, as if they had but one minde, 
and would not looks for day. ;

bur fruirelefſe rrauell, and baniſhed life, and from time 
to time, be ſcorned of the gods? doe you-not ſeehow 
they ioyne the robberies of the pyrates to our baniſh- 
ment, and goc about with great diligerice and trayell 
to bring vs into greater dangers by land;then earſt we 
baue found by fea > Not long agoe they made a 
fray aboutvs: within alicrle after,they brought theeues 
vnto vs:ere while they madevs priſoners; then left they 
vs alone,butat liberry,and made vs belecue we might 
go whither we would;then ſtraight haue they brought 
vs into the hands of ſuch as ſhall kill vs. This warre 
for their diſport haue they made againſt'vs, making 
. as 'it werea comedy of our affaires. Why then doe 
-not wee breake off this tragicallpoem of theirs, and 
yeeld vs to thoſe” that will kill vs ? leſt perhaps, if 

- they. meane to 'make an intolerable end ro our 
Tragedy, we be forced to kill -our ſelues. Cariclis 
allowednotallchathefaid, mary ſhe thought that he

kill them as ſoone as they had them, neither had they 


to doe with ſo gentle and friendly a god, that would an ay. 


make a quicke end of their miſerjes, but would per- 
haps reſerue them to a further bondage. Which thing, 
then whatdeath ſhould itnot be more gricuous? If we 
giue our ſelues to the iniuries of barbarous people, we 
{hallbe ſo mworthyly handled, as I am loth to gheſle. 
Which thing, by all means, and as long as wecan,let 
vs auoide, meaſuring our hope oftime, to come with 
experience of that which is paſt, how we haue becne 
diuerſly preſerued ar ſuch time as is not credible.

barbarous hands(as may appeare)doe feare the beauri- Ho Y 
ful perſonages,anda right cruel eye wil be made gentle jer 


with a lowly looke. As ſoone as they had raken them, - 
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paſſed the Tland with cheir armour, as with a nerte 
round abour,and had ſearched ir from one part to an- 
other , yet could they finde nothing:forall thatwas in 
the Iland, was burned in the former skirmiſh, fauing 
the denne onely which no man knew. And thus were 
they brought.to the Generall of that warre: his name 
was Mitranes, whom Oroondates had made captaine of 
thewatches: This 0r80ndates was deputy of Egypt in 
the great Kings behalfe, who being ”__ with a great 
ſumme of money by Nawſicles,as is atoreſaid, to feeke 
Thisbexame into the Iland. After Theagenes and Ca- 
riclia were broughtalmoſt into their fight, Nauſicles, 
by a crafty deuice, merchant-like ſtepped foorth, and 
eryed with a great voice, This is that 7hisbe,of whom 
was robbed by the miſchicuous heardmen : now doe I 


recouerher againe, M#rares, by benefit of:you, and | 


fauourof the gods, Then he caught {ariclia, and fai- 
ned himſelfe to bee very glad, and whiſpered in Gyreeke 
to her-priuily in her care, that none who were by, 
might heare him, that hee ſhould ſay, her name was 
Thisbe,if (hee deſired toeſcape danger. And this policy 
tooke effeQ:for Cariclia, vvhen ſhee heard him ſpeake 
Greeke,thought thathe went about ſomewhat for her 
commodity, and ordered herfelfeas he defired : and 
when Mztraxes asked what her name was , ſhe ſaid, 
Thisbe. Then he ranne and kiſſed Mitranes, and com- 
mending his fortune, madethe barbarous man proud, 


for that he had not onelyatchicued many other warres. 


He 
proud of his praiſe, and thinking by the falſe name, 
that it was ſo indeede, (although himſelfe was taken

Bur Calaſiris and Cyemon hoping to knoyvthat they- 
vvere ignorant of, came to Nauſicles before day, & ab. - 
ked him hovy he had ſped>Then Nasicles told him all: 
how they came to the Iland, and found ir deſert, and 


| no man, therein: to mgere them ; hovy he had craftily 
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beguiled Mitranes, and had gotten a certaine maid 
which was there, in ſtead of 7h:7sbe : and that hee had 
ſped better in getring of her, then if he had found 
T hisbe.For there was no ſmall diffrece betweene them, 
but as was betwixt God and man, & that there was no 
beauty ſo excellenr,that might ſtaine hers, and that it 
was not poſſible to ſet forth the ſame iuſtly by words; 
for that he might ſhewher before them. When they 
heard this,they began roſurmize thething as it was in- 
deede,and prayed him inſtantly to bid her come in 
ſtraightway: for he knew that ir-was not poſſible by 
words to exprefſe Cariclia's beauty. After ſhee was 
brought in, and Nasficles ( becauſe (hee caſt her eyes 
to the' ground, and had muffled all her face ſauce her 
browes)began to comfort her,and badeher be of good 
cheare.

had almoſt forgotten himſelfe, and was aſtonied when 
he ſaw Calaſiris imbrace Cariclia, and not refraine 
from teares,and knew not what that ſudden acquain- 
rance, as if it had beene in a Comedy, meant, vntill 
Calaſiris had kiſſed him,and ſaid thus : The gods giue 


you (good man) ſo much as may content your deſire 


and will, who haue ſaued my daughter, which Ine- 
uer looked for, and cauſed mce to behold the deareſt 
thing that I might poſſibly ſee. But,O mydaughter, 
where haſt thou left Theagenes?She cried out, when he

very high hil,to looke about him,kept ſheepe,appoyn- 
ting his flocke their ſeuerall paſtures, with his Pipe 
they ſeemed tobe ruled, and tarry at their feeding, ac-- 
cordingly as he ſounded his inſtrument. Aman would 
haue ſaid thatthey had golden fleeces,notby reaſon of 
the workmanſhip,but for that rhe Amethyſt ſhining 
with his rednefle vpon their- backes, made them ſhew 
fo faire. There were grauen young lambes leaping vp 
and downe,and ſome by heapes went vp the rocke, o- 
therſome danced round about the Shepheard, fo that 
the topofthe rocke was madea Shepheards diſport : 
other skipped in the flame of the Amethyſt, as it they 
had been in the Sunne, who with the tips of their 
feet ſcraped the ſtone.

VVhenl faw that the Phoenician would 
not giue ouer his determination and purpoſe, I de- 
zrmined with faire words to driveoff the matter, leſt 
he ſhould attempt any thing forceably againſt vs, and 
promiſed that I would fulfill all his defire when 1 came 
into Egypt. When I had by this. mcanes pacified him, 
God layd one miſchicte vpon another as the Prouexbe 
is. For Tyrrhens,not many daies after, when hee had 
carried mee into a ſecret place on a crooked ſhore; 
faid thus to me, Calaſiris, I ſweare by Neptune and all 
other gods of the Sea, that I hauc loued you, as if you 
had beene mine owne brothes, and your children,as if 
they had beene mine alſo. I will tell you a thing which 
is working againſt you, very grieuous, and painefull 
for you: bur ſuch as is not lawtfull for mee to conceale, 
for that wee dwell both in one. houſe,and it appertai- 
neth alcogether to you to. know it, here. isa Pyrate 
which waiteth vpon, the. hulke of Phenicia, which ly. 
eth ſecret vnder the fide of this promontory , and 


ſendethour ſpies dayly to enquire when this ſhip will 


goc foorth: wherefore looke to. your ſelfe, and take

there,andam come to tel you of the waits which theſe 
paſt-graces haue laid for you, deſiring you harrily to 
deuiſe diligently how I might faue you and yours. I 
went from him very heauy, after I had heard this,and 
thought vpon many things, vntill the merchant by 
chance met mee, and falling in talke about theſe mar. 
ters, gaue me a pretty beginning ofa wiſe deuice.For I 
concealing what I lift of that Tyrrhenns had rold me, 
opencd vnto him onely this : thata man thereaboutrs, 
whom hee was not able to withſtand, went about vio- 
lently to take the maide from me.Bur | (quoth I ) had 
rather marry her to you, both for that knowledge 
which Ihauc had of you, and alſo for your wealth : bur 
eſpecially for that you promiſed to dwell with vs in 
our countrey, if you haue her. Vherefore if you de- 
ſire tohaue her, let vs ſaile hence quickly, betore wee 
be preuented, and haue had ſome extremity ſhewed 
vs. Hee was wonderfully glad when hee heard this, 
and faid, Father,this is well deuiſed, and therewithall 
he came and kiſſed me, and asked when I would com- 
mand him to depart. Although(quoth I ) it bee vnſea- 
| fonable now, yetI would haue you to ger you in ſome 
other port, that we may auoide the guiles prepared a- 
gainſtvs, and there abide for better time. Therefore 
{(quoth I) if you will bee ruled by mee, at the begin- 
ning ofthe next night wee would depart. And hee, 
when he had promiſed fo todoe,went his way.I came 
home, but told nothing of this ro Tyrrhenus:Mary to 
my children I ſaid it was behouefull for vs to goe a-. 
boord in the cuening.Andalchough they maruailed ar 
the ſuddennes thereof,8 asked the matter, yet I draue 
them off, faying.that I would tell them afterward, _

After we had eaten'aſlender fupper, and were gone tO yiyfſes 9- 
bed.an olde man appeared to me in my flecpe, whoſe prrerv'o 
body was dried vp, yer hehada diſh tied rohis girdle, ,,1 ; vr 


who ſeemed in his youth to have been a tall man: hee agg. 


had ahat on his head, and ſeemed by his countenance, - 
tharhe had been a wiſe, and*fubrill man : mary he hal- 
ted a lirtle as if hee had gotten ſome wound in his 
thjgh: who,after he came neere me, ſmiled a little with 
an angry countenance,and ſayd,You good man alone, 
of all tharhaue ſayled by' Cephalene, and looked vpon 
my houſe,and accounted it a great matter to know my | 
renowne, haue had no reſpect of me, burhaue ſet fo 
light by me,that you would not ſpeake to mee, which 
eueryman doth, forall I dwelt ſo neere you; but you 
ſhall ere long be puniſhed for this, and ſhall hauelike 
perils asT had,and fall into your enemies hand, as well 
by land as ſeas.

Wherefore gather vp your ſtuffe, and I will 
call Cariclia, who as ſoone as I gave her warning, 
came, When Tyrrherxs wiſt of this, he aroſe alſo and 
asked what we meant to doe, What fo cuer itbee 
(quoth 1) that wee doear this time, it is by your ad- 
uice : we gocabout to eſcape fromithem that awayte 
vs with miſchicte :and the gods keepe you infaferie,

who have playcd the right honeſt man with vs.One 
good turne pray doe vs at parting - goe ouer into 1tha- 


ca,and doe ſacrifice for vs to Ylyſſes, and pray himto 


appeaſe his wrath toward vs, for that as he hath told 
mee tonight in my flcepe, hee is greatly offended, as 
if hee had beene deſpiſedand ſer at nought. Hee pro- 


miſedhe would fo doe, and conducted vs to our thip, 


and wept wonderfully, and prayed to God that hee 
would grantvsa pooepayouy volage according to qur 
hearts defire. To be ſhort, by day we were in tbe mid. 


deſt of rhe ſea, bur the mariners at the firſt were grear- 
 lyagainſt it, yetat length they were perſwaded by the 


merchant of Tyre, becauſc he told them that they fled 
ccrtaine pyrates that purſued them, of which he had 
warning. He meant to tell them this for atale, and 
knew not that he ſaid truth. But the windes and wea- 
ther were ſore againſt vs, fo that the ſea was very 


rough, andwee in a great tempeſt , very ncere to be 


caſt away: yet at length, when wee had loſt halfe 
our Rudder, and broken the moſt part of our ſaile- 
yardes, wee arriued in a certaine harbour of Cyeez, 
We thought ir good therefore to tarry there certaine 
daies, aſwell ro repaire our ſhip, as alſo to eaſe our 
ſelues. VWhen thele things were done, it was appoin- 
ted that we ſhould 'ſaile : the firſt Munday after the 
change of the moone, wee were caricd into the deepe 
ſeas, with the Eaſterly winde, a day and a night, and 
our maſter direed our hulke to the coaſt of A4frike. 
For he ſaid, that if the winde blewe, and wee kept a 
ſtraight courſe, wee mightpaſlerhe maine fea: and he 
mage alt haſte poſſþle to.come to the maine land, or 
into.omchaucn, for the baxkewhich he ſaw our of the 
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pope, 


- poope,wasa pirate-For ever ſithence wee looſed from 
che promontory of Cree, hefolloweth vs, and neuer 
declinerh one ior from our courſe, bur purſuech our 
ſhip, as if ir went our voyage with vs: for I haue per- 
ceived this diuers times, when1 turned abour of put- 
poſe our ſhip from his right courſe, that hath alſo ur. 
ned. When hee had ſaid this; ſome were moued, and 
exhorted thereſt to make rhem ready to defence: 
but ſome made lighe thereof, ſaying, thar the ſhorter 
ſhips might well overtake ſuch as are greater, for that 
they knew by more experience the certainty of their 
way. While theſe things were diſputed on vpon 
borh parties, it was that time of the day that the huf- 
bandman doth vn-yoke his Oxen from- the plough, 
and the vehement winde began to waxe calme; ſo that 
within a little while it was almoſt downe,and blewe 
ſoftly to no purpoſe on our ſailes, whereby ir rathet 
huffed them to gether,then made any way for our ſhip. 
Actlength it ceaſed quite, as if at the ſunne-ſerting ir 
had apointed to leaue blowing, or rather{ that I may 
ſpeake more trucly) ro doe them which followed vs,a 
good rurne: for they that were in the barke,as long as 
wee had winde, were farre behindevur ſhip which 

was full fraughted, as is good reaſon, for that our 

greater failes receiued more winde. Burt after the ſeas - 
were calme, and we of force conſtrained to rowe.,the 

barke came vpon vs ſooner then a man would: thinke, 

in as much (as I thinke)euery oneof them rowed,and 

fo made the light barke,which was more- fir: for that 

purpoſe, goe the faſter. VVhen they drewe ſomewhat 
neere,oneof the men of Zacinthus,which came aboord 

with vs,cried ont, This is a pirates ſhip, mates,I know

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Trackinss bark. All the hulke was moued at.theſe news: 
and in a calme weather had it-a great. tempeſt; cuery 
part thereof was filled with greatnoiſc, lamenting and 
running vpand downe; ſome ran into the nether parts 
of the ſhip : ſome ſtood vpon the hatches,and exhor. 
ted one another to fight : iy were of opinion,thart it 
was beſt to goe into the cocke-boate, and be gone, vn- 
till ( before they determined any thing) the preſent 
Skirmiſh appealed their adoe, for that euery man muſt 
needs by that time meet one in harneſle. I and Car7clza 
hung about T heagenes, who defired fore to fight, and 
could ſcant make him giue ouer. She faid to him, that 
ſhee would notbe parted from him by death, bur that 
ſhee would with the ſame ſword, and like wound, a. 


bide ſuch hap as heefelr. Bur I, after I perceiued that - 
it was Trachinus, which came on,thought vpon ſomes. . 


what which might doe vs youu afterward, which in-

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ther, I praiſed his opinion, and made as though I had 
beene glad, and gaue thankes ro the gods,that they 
had appointed my waſter tro be my daughters hu- 
band. And when I was gone,[ began to thinke on that 
which was to come, and came to him againe, and be- 
ſought bim. that, ther which was new begun, might 
bee donne more ſolemncly, and thathee would ap- 
poin: the hulke ro be the maids bed-chamber, and 
give commandement that no man might goe in 
and trouble her; that ſhee might prouide that which 
was mcete to furnith and ſer foorth a bride by leaſure.

ſome deuice'to delude that which you ſo ftand in 
doubt ofsfor you are very diliger,8 crafty alſo to make 
ſhifts anddelayesagainſtthem thar ſecke to haue you. 
Cariclia was'{omewhat merry with theſe words, 8&an- 
fwered, Whether you ſpeake this in earneſt orinieſt, 
ler it paſſe for this time.. Bar will cell you the way 
that Theagenes and I deuiſed, bur fortune would nor 
ler vs putitin praQtice,becaule itwas very good. For 
when neceſſitie forced vs ro: leaue the Iland-of the 
*heard-men, it pleaſed vs tochange our apparell, and 
wander about in the villages 8& good rownes, ragged, 
like beggers. Wherefore if irpleaſe you,let vs counter- 
fer this habir and play the beggers,ſo ſhall we notbe {o 
much in danger of thoſe who would our harme. For 


are more deerely ſold to ſtrangers which haue neede 


to buy, and know not the manner ofthe countrey, but: ' 


will be freely giuen to ſuch as begge. Calaſiris praiſed 
her deuice,& made haſteto be gone:therfore the next 


day after, they came to Nauſicles and Cnyemon, and told

When they 
could play this part weLand had teſtedioneatanother, 
and beſought the-god that had their affaires in charge, 
that he would be content with chat which was paſt, & 
ſuffer theireuill luck to proceed no further, they went 
to Beſſa, where hoping to findeT heagenes and Thyaniis, 
they failed of their purpoſe:for comming neere to Beſſ# 
abour the-ſunne-ſerting, they beheld a great flaughter 
of men lately made, of whom the moſt were Perſians, 
which might caſily be knowne by theirarmour, and a: 
few of thoſe that dwelled therealfo:forhatthey might 
conic&ture that'there had beena barrel}, but they knew 
not what the parties were thathad fought ir : vntill 
arlength by ranging about the dead bodies, and loo- 
king if perhapsany of theirfriends were there ſlaine + 
(for hearts which be in feare, and carefull for thatthey; 
loue beſt, oftentimes Joe deeme the worſt) ar laſt 
they ſaw an old woman, which lay vpon a: dead bo- 
dy of one of thoſe countrey men, and vvailed vvonder-. 
fully. They determined thereforegit they might, to in- 
ireſomevyhat of her : and ſo comming to her;,at the 
rſt-vveht. abour to. comfort her. , and appeaſe her 
prnennogs Which vvhen ſhe accepted, they asked 
yvhom ſhee lamented, and what: battell had beene 
there: Calaſirs ralking to berinthe Egyptian rongue, 
ſhe rold: thenvall in few words,-that ſhe forrowed for 
her ſonne, and came of purpoſeto thoſe dead bodies, 
that. ſome armed man might runne ow her JI 
: cr 3: 


ro her ſon, as ſhe was able with teares and lamentart- 


ons. As touching the batraile,ſhe toldichem thus: There 


wasa ſtrange youug mancarried to Memphis, of good- 
. ly fature, and excellent beauty to 070024ates the great 
Kings deputy, hee was ſent from Iytranes the Cap- 
taine-of the watchesfor a great preſent, as they ſaid :

wound inhis breſt with a Per/ian dart,as you ſee:and for

but 1n danger of all that they had, for that the Prince 
Oroondates, wholieth at cHemphis , hath very great 
power with him,who as ſoone as hee ſhall be certified 
hereof,willcomeand compaſle the towneabour at.che 
firſt,and reuengethis injury with the deſtruQion of all 
the inhabitants of the ſame, and are therefore determi- 
ned, ſeeing that they are once in ſo great danger,to re- 
deeme their great attempt witha greater if they may, 
and ta take Orgoudates vaprouided, ſuppoſing thar if 
they may come on the ſudden, cither they ſhall kill 
him,ifhcebe at <Mez2phis, or if he bee not there, ( as 
report goes) that hee is buſted in the _{ethroptan war, 
that they ſhall the ſooner forcethe'city to yeeld, for 
that it is without ſuch as may defend the fame, and fo 
they ſball be ſafe afterward :and moreouer to do their 
captaine T hiamis ſeruice inrecouering the office ofthe + 
pricſthood, which his yonger brother by violence hol- 
deth from him vaiuſtly;bur ifall their hope faile them, 
thenare they determined valiantly to die, and not to 
come into the Perſians hands to bee ſcorned, and tor- 
mentedof them, But foras much as you be ſtrangers, 


 whithergoe you? To rhe towne , ſaid Calaſiris..It is 


not go0J(quoth ſhe)for that you be notknowne, and 
come at{uch volawfull time, to be among them yare 
lefc. Ii you willvouchſafe to.entertaine vs.faid Calaſirs, 
wee hope we ſhall be ſafe. I cannot;faid ſhee now,for 
Lmaſt doecertaine night ſacrifices. But if you can

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carry,as perhaps there is no remedy, bur you muſtwhe- 
ther you will or nor, [ger you into fome'place beſide 
theſe dead bodies, to paſle this night, and'in the mor- 
ning I promiſe you I will entertaine you, andbe your 
warrant, Thus ſhe faid. Calaſiris told Carrcliaall, and 
tooke her with him, and went their way. And hauing 
gone a little paſt thoſe bodies, rhey chanced vpon a 
little hill: there he laid him downe with her quiuer vn- 
der his head. But Caric/ia fate vpon her ſcrippe in ſtead 
of a ſtoole: at this time the moone aroſe, and with her 
brightnefſe lightned all things, for ſhe was now three 
dayes paſtthe full. (a/aſiris beeing otherwiſe an old 
man, and weary of his trauell, fell faſt afleepe , . mary 
Cariclia,by reaſon of the cares that troubled her, ſlept 


not thatnight, bur behelda wicked and abomninable ;,;.;.;;,, 
fac, yet ſuch as the women of that countrey c6monly of av old - > 
vie: for the old woman thinking that ſhe had now got- 797. 4 


rena time whereinſhe ſhouldneither be ſeen,not trou- 
bledof any, firſt digged apir, then made ſhee a fire on 
both fides thereof, xand in the mids ſhe layd her ſons 
body, and raking anecarthen por from a three-footed 
ſoole which ſtood therby.powred hony into a pit:out 
of another ſhee powred milke, and ſo did ſhee our 
of the third,as though ſhe had done ſome ſacrifice: laſt 
of all ſhe caſta lumpe of dovgh hardencd with the 
fire, which was made:likea man, and had on a 
Crowne of Lawrel, and the tree called Bdellium, into - 
the pir. This done, fſhee tooke vp- a ſword, that 
lay among the dead mens ſhields, and behaving her 
eife, as if ſhee had beene in ſuch fury, as the prieſts 
of Bacchus commonly are, ſaid many praiers to the 
"moone in ſtrange tearmes: then did ſhee cut herarme,

and with a branch of lawrell the beſprinkled the fire 
with her blood : and doing many monſtrous & ſtrange. 
things beſide theſe, at length bowing her ſelfe downe- 
to the dead body of her ſonne, and ſaying ſomewhat to. 
him in his care,awaked him,and by force ofher witch- 
crafts made him ſtand vp ſuddely. Caricl/a,who hither- 
to had notlooked vpon her without great feare, then 
trembled, and was vtterly diſcomtorted with that 
wonderfull fight, ſo tharſhe awaked Calaſiris,and cau- 
ſed him alſo:to behold theſame, They could not bee; 
ſecene ina darke corner, but they ſaw eaſily what they: 
did in the light by the fire, and heard aiſo what ſhee 
faid, for that: they were not farre off, and the old wo- 
man ſpake very plaine to thebody, The queſtion was 
this : Whetherher ſonnes brother which was yer aliue, 
ſhould recurneſafe,or no? The body made no anſwere, 
but withnodding gaue his mother a doubtfull hope of 
good ſucceſſe , according to her minde, and fo fell 
 groucling downe againe : butſhe turned the face vp- 
ward, andcetaſed not toaske that queſtion, and with 
- more earneſt inforcements , belike ſpeaking many 
things in his care againe, andlcaping with aſwordin 
her hand,ſometimeto a pit,ſomerime to the fire, made 
it ſtand vpright againe, and asked the ſame queſtion, 
compelling him not to anſwere by nods and beckes, 
but plainely by mouth to. the queſtion ſhee asked. 
Whilethis was in doing, Cariclia praicd Calaſirs,that 
they might. goe neere and-aske the old woman ſome 
The Priefis tidings of Thezgenes : buthe would nor, ſaying, that 
s/ Egypt tharfight was wicked, but there was no remedy bur 
withſor= they muſt needs bee content with it : for it becom- 
ceries. mexh not the Prieſts , either. to rake delight, or be 
Pre.

made a ſumptuous banket to the magiſtrates of Perſia, 
vnder colour to honor them as ſhe was wont to do,but 
indeed for ioy that ſhehad talked with 7heagenes. To 
whom hee ſent not onely part of her meate, as ſhee 
was wont to doe, but carpets and coucrings of ſundry. 
colours wrought in Sydon and Lydia: thee ſentalſoro 
wait vpon them a boy forhim, and a maid for Cars.

were in Syexe ſaw, andvaderſtood into what danger 
they were brought, becauſe he meant by ſo compaſ. 
| ſing them about, todrovvne their tovvne, ſo that none 
of them might flee, for thar they vvere fo incloſed 
vvith the vyalls, as vvell by land- as vvater, and that 
they could nor. bee aſſured, though they. abode 
vvithin,they.madea good ſhift,as the time vvould ſuf. 
fer, to ſauc themſelues. Firſt, vvhertthe gates, and the 
boord-vvozke about them fayled,they laid vpon it plai.

And this did they for 

this papoR, that ifrhe water came in this place which 

was without earth, it mighthauea way to breake out,

Burt this calamity preuented the readines of the ciri- 
zens: For Nylus having now paſſed the long ditch, fell 
very faſt into the round riuer,and flowing euery where 
-ouer the Banikes, drowned all that Hige berwemns the 
two walls, and'made ir like a ſtanding poole. And thus 
was Syene madean Iland : and acity which ftandeth 

inthe middeſt of a countrey, was compaſled about 
with'wartcr', jand beaten vpon! ſore- with the wauecs - 
of Nylus.The wall of the towne withſtood the force of 
the water but one day. But as foone as the water in- 
creaſed and waxed high, ſo thar it ſunke'into the 
ground, by reaſon that it was blacke and fruirfull,'and 
wetted ſomewhat deepe,and rooke the foundation-of 
the Wall, fo thatthe waight aboue began 'to ſhake, - 
and doe as thongh it would fall in euery place, where

bands to- heauen,; and called to. the gods for helpe, 
which was all their hope which was left, and humbly 
beſought Qroondates. to ſend meſſengers ro Hydaſpes, 
to intreare of peace. 'Hee was content , now being 
made the ſeruanrof fortune, vvere hee neuer ſo loth. 
Bur, how he ſhould ſend to his enemjes., -becauſe the 
waters went round about him, hee could. nor. tell, 
buras neceſſitie taughthim. For vvhen he had vvrit- 
ten what hee vvould, and tied it co a ſtone, with aſling. 
he caſt the ſame inſteadof a meſſenger to-his enemies: 
by that meanes ſent hee his. humble prayers ouer the 
ſea. Bur he loſt his labour, for-chat rhe firength of the 
ſling could not ouer-reach the lengrh of that ſpace, 
but fell jnto the water before ircame;ro them. He caſt 
agus in like ſort;and vvas deceived fo did all the Ar.. 

hers,like ſuch as contended to ſhoote at ſome marke, 
and laboured ro ſhoot beggar the drowned. ground, 
Laſt of all, they held vp. their hands-to their enemies 
"at ſtogd on their Fortreſles, who had good game at 
their miſeries ,, and declared by ſignes as well as they 
could what thoſe throwes-meant :|ſamertime they held 
vp theirhands befare them, Jike ſuch-as craued mercy: .

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faid thus, they deſired them to take. into. their com-:

o to Elyphantina, and if they would yeeld that were 
1m that towne, he would doe the like without further 
delay. 

With this anſwerethe Legates departed,and rooke 
the rwo Pe#ſians with them, and recounted to Hy- 
daſpes how they had ſped. Who after he had ſmiled a 
lictle, and much blamed Oroondates for his great foo. 
liſhneffe, that he being a mannor in his owne power, 
but in another mans, either to line or die, would ar- 
gue of any conditions, faid,[r were very fondly done to 
deſtroy ſuch a number of one mans madneſſe:and ſo he 
ler thoſe depart to Ehphantins that Oroondates ſent, 
as though hee cared not if they made what prouiſton 
they could to withſtand him. But of his owne men 
hee appointed ſome-ro make a damme art the en- 
trance of Nylzs, into his ditch, and other ſome to 
ruxne the water another way, that fo the water (if 
there came no more in)might bethe ſooner auoided 
out of the ſpace berweene Syere and them, and the 
barderto trauell in. Theybegan the worke alittle as 
they were commanded,and would have proceeded the 
nexrday,burthe they could do no more,becavſe of the 
night chat came vpon them.Moreouer,they that vvere 
in theciry,ſought all meanes they could to ſaue them- 
ſelues.,and were al comforted with this health that was 
promiſed rhem vnlooked for. And thoſe that made 
the mine vnderneath the ground, drew ſomwhat neere 
_  totheenemies ditch:which thing they ghefſtd, becauſe 
they rooke the meaſure of the fpace with a line : other 
ſer props to ſtay vp the walls, which thing th 
mighr eaſily doc, becauſe of the ſtones when the wa

could,and thought themſelues in ſafety, they were not
